the 
instruction of each of its 
235,258 


pupils in the public schools. 
In 1917 


the cost was only J37.63 a pupil. 


In the last year there were from 36 


to 44 pupils to each teacher. 


In its total amount of expenditures 


for education the 
Philadelphia 
board 


spends more, with the exception of New 
York and Chicago, than any other city 
in the nation. New York spends about 
$42.000.000 annually on its schools and 
Chicago spends about $17.000.000.

ment of justice contends will prove 
that the packers control the prices paid 
to producers. 
Twelve principal livestock 
markets, 


the government's evidence is said to 
indicate, are covered by the packers 
division 
of 
purchase 
arrangement. 


While fluctuations are shown in the 
individual markets, indicating competi- 
tion in buying, the government's ex- 
perts have reported that a considera- 
tion of the dealings for a. year shows 
each of the five big packers has re- 
ceived the percentage of supply, which 
the federal trade commission charges 
them with agreeing upon.

constant from week to week, more con- 
stantly from month to month and al- 
most exactly from year to year. 


While the attorney general is prepar-

the prices of food and clothing in this 
country. Public feeling, judged by pro- 
testing letters to the press and the talk 
one hears in restaurants and private 
houses, is mounting to the point of 
extreme indipnation 
Xewbpapers are devoting much space 


to this subject and warning the govern- 
ment that unless it takes action to curb 
profiteering, trouble may be expected 
this winter. The government's recent 
announcement that its present modified 
food control would be continued at least 
through the winter does not appear to 
ha\e appeased the public, and the de- 
mund is widely made for a Return to 
the strict wartime regulations. 
There is great discontent 
among 


small householders. 
One writes to a 
London paper complaining of high 
prices demanded for eggs, milk and 
fruit and declaring "Those who buy 
and sell seem to have gone mad in their 
'get-nrh quick' craze, and their imper- 
tinence in what they charge the public 
ii> something gross." 
The same writer, discussing the "ex- 


tortion on clothing," quotes the an- 
nouncement made in the House of Com- 
mons the other day that the high price 
of woolen garments is not due to short 
supplies or government charges, and 
that the blocks of wool in this country 
are the greatest ever known. 


"If that is so," the writer comments,

prices, and why does a man's suit of 
clothes cost anything from eight to 
"iKhteen guineas ($40 to $90)7 Why is 
the profiteering allowed?" 


The ministry of munitions official 


who made the announce-mcnt regarding 
wool said that the bulk of responsibility 
for the high cost of woolen goods lay 
ixMwccn the man who makes the cloth 
HIT! the dealer. 
He said the govern- 


ment w.is considering action to prevent 
profiteering.

CUBA TERRORIZED 


BY VOODOOISM 


Many Ignorant Whiles as 


Well As Negroes Secretly 
Take Part in Religious 
Meetings. 


Havana, Cuba, July 22.—-(By Mail.)— 


With the recent sudden outbreak of can- 
nabalistic practices by Voodoo worship- 
pers, wHich have resulted in the deaths 
of at least three innocent children artd 
a half dozen of the Voodoos, the latter 
by the application of "lynch* law for 
the first time in this country's history, 
fathers and mothers are living in con 
stant fear that their little ones may 
be spirited away by the superstitious 
negroes to be offered »p in sacrifice to 
"Chango," the god of. the 'Brujos," as 
they are called in the Castillian lan- 
guage . 


The Voodoos are divided in various 
sects, each with its separate god. The 
latter include "Babaguoye," god of si< 
ness; "Elecua", god of injury; "Olor- 
run" -and "Chango," according to the 
Voodoo belief, was the son of Olorrun 
and Anaragua. He was slain by Elecua, 
the "god of injury," and ascended into 
heaven from a Ceiba, or god-tree, in the 
month of ilay. It is in the month of 
May, 
therefore that the "Brujos" ob 


serve their holy week when Chango is 
expected to make a weekly visit to the 
earth, descending by the 
Ceiba, 
his 


sacred tree, always on Monday. 


The followers of Elecua do not direct- 


ly offer humnn sicrifices, although th*ir 
healws sacrifice the lives of some pa- 
tients, by giving them poisonous concoc 
tions, supposedly a. mysterious cure for 
some ailment, in order to restore to 
health some other patient, Elecua. be 
ing the "God of Injury," his followers 
believe that good can come to one per 
son only through injury to another. 


Voodooism is not practiced by the 


negroes alone. 
Many white persons al 


so are said to secretly take pan in their 
religious meetings and accusations have 
been heard in various quarters of the 
difficulties encountered by officers seek 
ing to break up their temples because of 
the obstacles placed in their way by per 
sons of influence. 


An active campaign by the author! 


ties in Havana and other iwirts of the 
island have resulted in the capture ol 
numerous "P.rujos" and the seizure -ol 
many curious and weird objects used by 
them.
